them, and they did not like to retain God in their know= 
ledge; then they went into the Viſibles, and grew wiſe in the 
Letter, and read of the Saints Practice, and of their Wor- 
ſhip, and laboured to form up ſome thing like it; and what 
they made and formed, in that they worſhipped, and it ſeem- 
ed to be right in their own: ey es. So they kept the Words, and 
with them ſtood cloathed, but were from the Life and from 
the Spirit, inwardly ravened, And this is Babylon the Mother 
of Harlots, where the Seed of God is in Captivity, & where 
people are diſtracted and confuſed, all toſſed like waves of 
the Sea, aud all unſtable as V Vaters; and out of this the Beaſt

rect. it, though the thing be really true which is witneſſed a- 
gainſt; and ſo there is no work ot the ſleſn that would come un- 
der che Spixit's Judgement, though: ir be truly diſcerned and 
jadgedas it is, and the Diſcer ning and Judgement ſland in the 
truth; but choſe concerned in it will not own it, but cry out, 
Who made you a Judge?and why are you fo raſh to judge, as if 
all were to be condemned but your ſelves ? how do you know 
the hearts of people and, why may not others be as rg¹t 4s 
you for what you know? So every: Form and Likeneſs would 


ſave its own life by putting off the Judgement, as if none could 


D. ſrern it; and no falſe Birth that would have its nakeune:s to 
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appear, feſt it ſnhould come to ſhame thereby: And thus people 
harden themſelves 4 the Spirit's Teſtimony, which in it 
ſelf is the ſearcher and trier of hearts and Reids, and none can 
hide their counſel ftom it. (Mark) Is not this the judge that 
ſtands at the door and knocksꝰ? Doth not he diſcern when evil 
riſes in your hearts? And doth he not there Reprove you? 
What is it that you can hide that he findes not outꝰ what can you 
do in your ſecret chambers that he doth notknow? And what 
thought can you tbiaki amonꝑſt all your tfionghes chat he doth 
not diſcern? And doth he not judge you in your on conſeiences 
if you bave thought any evil or utrered vain words, or done any 
thing wickedly? Will you deny this to be a true Diſcerner, 
and a Righrecus Fudge? Be ſober:, and there is a witneſs which 
you may feel in your pwn ſel ves to anſwer to the Truth de- 
clared, and all that have received the Spirit, and are born of the 
Spirit, they have an underſtanding given them, by which they 
are able to Diſcern the fleſn, and all the works of it, and give 
true Judgement upon it without reſpect of perſons, not judg- 
ing according to the fleſn, but according to the Spirit, and ſees 
to the Root and Principle from which all things ſprings up and 
grows; and they do not judge according to the outward ap» 
pearance, but judge Righteous Judgement; for ſuch as Diſcern 
no further then what ou:wardly appears, and then judge ac- 
cording to that; others from the ſame ground may draw as true 
a Judgement againſt them; and here people are not to Judge, leſt 
they be Judged, which is a place much alleadged againſt true 
Judgement; but who ſo Judges one of another it is not in the 
Spirit of Truth which doth Diſcern through all Appearances, 
but it is in the fleſn which cannot perceive beyond what doth 
appear: And ſo all the falſe Births give Judgement one againſt 
another, and cannot bear the Judgement of one anotlierꝭ then 
they are provoked and angry one with another, and run into 
Confuſion and Diſtraction, Wartring, and Fighting, and De- 
ſtroying one another about their formed Religion; none being 
eme to the Spirit: that gives a diſcerning through what ap- 
pears,” and gives true Judgement in the ground; but all born of 
the Spirit hath true union with it, and the fizſh and the deeds of 
it is ſubdued under it; and they are no more in the fleſn, but in 
the Spirit; and have received Chriſt Jeſus the Lord, and walk in

forth in the ſtrength of your own wills; and this is ycur Foun- 
dation, and the firſt Principle of your Religion, and ſo the 
HARLOT hath brought forth many Children, which in her 
Womb hath all been conceived, and yet are not formed one like 
another, but all differ in their Shape and Likeneſs, and then 
ſtrive one witch another, and yet are all Children of one Houſe, | 

and all of one Kingdome; but no Love, nor Unity found a- 
mongſt them; but Envy , Hatred and Malice, and all one a- 
gainſt another, and divided into Heads and Parties, which is an 
evident Teſtimony of the Ruine and Fall of your Houſe and 

Kingdome; For 4 Houſe divided againſt it ſelf cannot ſtand, 

Therefore come out of it, lei} it fall upon you, and utterly 
deſtroy you, and all come to that where peace and ſafety is; for
